And this consideration does not 
take into account the inestinable benefit that will 
come to the world’s greatest industry, farming, 
if nitrates to enrich the earth, are made here by 
the power of the great rapids when harnessed 
by the construction of the dams and the installa­ 
tion of sufficient machinery to manufacture the 
finished products. 
The arts of peace beyond question imperative­ 
ly demand that the dams be completed and the ni­ 
trate plants erected and put to work. And what is 
the answer in case a great war should again sweep 
the world? Can the people and their lawmakers 
afford to take the responsibility of rendering our 
nation dependent on foreign nations for nitrates 
in case of war? It is idle to talk such “penny wise 
and pound foolish” rot as to say that economic 
retrenchment demands that the ten million appro­ 
priation be not made.

An interesting and suggestive special dispatch 
in the Chicago Tribune is written by its Paris cor­ 
respondent. It tells of the belief of a French bac­ 
teriologist, Metalnikow by name, who believes 
that he is on the trail of an important discovery. 
He thinks that it is probable that the butterfly, 
heretofore regarded as more ornamental than use­ 
ful, may prove the end of tuberculosis. 
He has 
just presented a report of his investigation to the 
Pasteur Institute, and so impressed is he with 
data so far collected that he asks the aid of other 
scientists in completing and proving the necessary 
experiments. 
The dispatch relates that he inoculated larvae 
with diphtheria plague, tetanus and tuberculosis 
apd discovered that however heavy the dose the 
bacilli didn’t live more than a few days in the 
larvae, which seems to suffer no may in health. 
“The bacillus of Koch, for example, which 
lives in the body of man for years, was annihilated 
in the body of the larvae in two or three days,” 
says the correspondent. 
In an interview, M. Metalnikow says: 
“I have experimented on the bodies of thou- 
ifopdaof b&(illi, *aé{ta4onvbii-' d that I’m on the 
track of the solution. The grubs evidently possess 
digestive juices which destroy the pathogenic mi­ 
crobes, and what we háve to do next is to isolate 
the juices.” 
The vitality of the larvae is enormous, 
the 
scientist says, and he has not been able to find any 
bacilli which can obtain a hold on its body. 
Now he is endeavoring to isolate the serum of 
butterfly grubs with which he hopes to cure the 
world of tuberculosis, says the correspondent. 
The time tpay not be now, but we are persuad­ 
ed that it must one day come, when the plague 
of tubérculosi swill be compelled to yield. We are 
of little faith in the inventive mind of man, after 
witnessing the amazing feats it has continually 
performed, if we say that it can never find the 
answer to the problem of ancient diseases. 
Of course this Frenchman may be deceived 
and complet disappointment may await him. But 
he is prepared for any eventuality, remembering 
as he must the countless disappointments which 
have overtaken others working in the same vine­ 
yard. And s|> he makes no dogmatic claims. He 
merely stateil that he thinks he has found the hy­ 
pothesis whi»t should be followed up intensively 
by other si leftists and he asks them tojhelp him.
